The Real Issue 


The percentage of Negro criminals is pro-' 
portionally several times that of Whites, 
especially in crimes of violence — assault, 
robbery, rape, and murder. 

In most interracial crimes, the victim is 
lighter than the criminal. The pupils in the 
difficult schools in our large cities, those who 
have been expelled from the regular schools 
for anti-social conduct, are nearly all colored. 


That racial differences are not at issue in 
this repeal contest is a transparent pretense. 

The Rumford Act makes blockbusting easy 
for undesirable types. Once they gain en- 
trance, property values sharply decline. - 

Family busting will follow — as soon as the 
preachers and the agents train the Whites to 
accept it. 

When Negroes enter a community, their 
percentage on the welfare rolls soon exceeds 
that of the Whites; and, through geometrical 
increase in more rapid reproduction, espe- 
cially of unwed mothers on relief, they even- 
tually overcome and absorb the Whites. 

A few preachers and agents mildly oppose 
the begetting of illegitimates; they are Silent 
concerning the low quality of the begotten — 

• an evil of far greater social consequences. 

On taking over a white residential area, 
Negroes convert it into a slum. Such people 
cannot maintain a civilization; they can only 
destroy. 

The immigration of Negroes into white, 
neighborhoods from slums, which they have 
made, will not solve the problems of the 
slums but will create new problems for their 
new neighbors: cries will arise — “More 
police!”, “More lights!”, “More locks!”; and 
when the sun is down, Fear shall freeze them 
to their homes. Crimes of violence will in- 
crease.

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 






On May 19, 1965, a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It Was founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965* Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in ■ 
comniaiid to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17* 1954, stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29* 1964, a second source advised 
that on- July 16, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot.

GOSHEN — Supreme Court 
Justice Leonard Supple is ex- 
pected to sign an order Wednes- 
day which would permit the Na- 
tional Renaissance Party the 
right to use Orange County 
Courthouse at Newburgh or Go- 
shen for political meetings. 

County Atty. Thomas R. Had- 
away said he had received a 
Notice of the date for settlement 
i>f the order which will be based 
jm an opinion given by Justice 
(Supple last week. 

Mr. Hadaway said he might 
file a notice of appeal in the 
decision but would leave any 
action on such appeal to the! 
County Board of Supervisors* 
for a final decision. 

Until such decision the use 
of the courthouse would be lim- 
ited to the board’s rulings of 
last June l*r-AtrtfrM; time the 


supervisors voted to limit the 
use aside from regular court 
purposes, to federal, state and 
county agencies and to bona 
fide political parties as defined 
under the election law. 


The state election law requires 
that the party, in order to be 
recognized, must have obtained 
50,000 votes in the state at the, 
last election. 

The proposed order to be sub- 
mitted by the NRP for Judge 
Supple’s signature next week 
states that the rules of the 
board as of last June 11 are 
deemed in violation of the state 
constitution.

the NRP advocates the use of the ballot in;-6rder to 
win a national election and thereby take over the gover.lment . 
After the NRP gains power it would then proceed to change 
the Constitution in a legal way in order to give it the 
right to use militant means in dealing with those who would 
seek to overthrow this democracy such as the Communist Party 1 
He stated that the NRP differs from the John Birch Society 
only in the way in which it would deal with the Communists 
and those who would seek to destroy our democracy. He noted 
that the John Birch Society does not advocate the use. of 
inilitant means in dealing with these individuals. The 
NRP after gaining power through the ballot* would then 
resort to militant means which would then be legal in 
dealing with these individuals. BURROS stated the NRP has no 
plans which advocate any militant means for obtaining 
power in this country. The NRP only advocates the legal 
takeover of this government through the use of the ballot.

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As of May., 1965* the NRP was an anti-semitic* anti- 
Christian* anti-Negro* and neo-fascist organization with 
activities generally confined to the New York Gfcy area. 

It was founded in 19^9 by JAMES MADOLE* who is in complete 
control of the Party. The Party’s main function is 
distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" on a 
bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York City.

October 21* 1965* JAMES MADOLE distributed to NRP members 
copies of the then recently pointed "Program of the 
National Renaissance Party" . This program* with the 
announced purpose of establishing a "Racial Nationalist 
State"* sets forth the objectives of the NRP* some 
pertinent portions of which are set forth below: 

Racial Program 


! 1. Enact and rigidly enforce legislation to 

restrict the benefits of American citizenship to mentally 
and genetically sound members of the Caucasian race. 

2. Enact legislation to prohibit intermarriage 
between whites and non-whites. 

! 3. The Jewish race* which constitutes the motivating 

financial and intellectual backbone of the left-wing 
revolutionary activity in the United States* as manifested 
in the so-called "Negro civil rights movement"* shall be 
deprived by suitable legislation of their American 
citizenship and shall henceforth be prohihited from 
holding any professional* political or educational 
posts within the Racial Nationalist State. The Jew constitutes 
an glien virus in our national bbod stream and as such 
he must be purged from our cultural, economic* and political 
life . 
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4. Enact legislation to hasten the repatriation of 
American Negroes to the newly independent "black nations on the 
African continent under the auspices and guidance of Black 
nationalist leadership in the United States. 

5* The establishment of a selective immigration 
policy whose primary purpose is to attract the test 
European racial stock to the . No jfthy: America^-.: g^-gg^-inent 
in order to utilize their vast energy and talent in the 
task of creating a dynamic* expanding White Empire 
capable of withstanding the encroachments of the primitive* 
colored world led by the oriental colossus* Red China. 

Economic Program 

This program contains 18 proposals for economic 
reform* some of which are as follows: 

1. Nationalization of the federal reserve and 
private tanking system under reliable gentile leadership. 

This measure will take the issuance and evaluation 
of currency and the extension of bank credit and federal 
loans out of the hands of private financiers* where it was 
placed in defiance of the Constitution in 1913 > and place 
the power to coin and evaluate American currency in the 
hands of the Racial Nationalist State for the benefit* 
protection an enrichment of the masses of white American 
citizens. Such an act would smash forever the Jewish 
stranglehold on the financial structure of the Western 
World . 


2. A system of land reform whereby 'the ownership 
of commercially and industrially zoned land will be assumed 
by the Racial Nationalist State for the benefit of the 
white people of America.

1. The NRP supports the political and economic 
union of Canada and the United States into one White Empire 
stretching from the Arctic Ocean to the Gulf of Mexico 

for the purpose of bringing about a renaissance of 
Western civilization on the North American continent. 

2. Unity of all European peoples* including 
the Slavic elements of the Soviet Union* within the 
frame work of a united Europe to act as a mighty bulwark 
against the colored hoards of Asia. 

3* The NRP favors American support for the 
progressive force of Peronism throughout South and Central 
America as a militant antidote to CASTRO’s brand of 
Communism. We favor the militant retention of 
the Morfroe Doctrine which shall prevent foreign states 
from invading our southern neighbors and thus pose a 
threat to North America. 

4. The NRP would support a United Arab Republic 
in order to create the same unity of mind and spirit in 
the Middle East that a United Europe would bring about 
in Western peoples . 

5- The NRP supports a policy of ‘Africa for the 
Black Africans” to be pursued in those areas of Black Africa 
lying south of the Sahara Desert which are not included 
within the Portuguese or South African orbit. 

6. The NRP supports a policy of :: Asia for the 
Asiatics ' 1 in order that the various Asian nations may develop 
their own political* racial* and cultural identity without 
interference by the white race. 
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7* The NRP supports all national regimes.*;*- . regardless 
of race, creed or color which seek to literate their people 
from the vicious stranglehold of Jewish finance. 

Social Program 

This section of the program sets forth provisions

The 
demonstrators carried placards identifying themselves as 
affiliated with the Downtown, Queens College, City College 
of New York, New York City, Bronx Chapter of the Congress, 
of Racial Equality (CORE), in addition, .some of the 
demonstrators distributed literature and. carried signs 
showing their affiliation with the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs v 
of America, incorporated, and Youth Against War and Fascism 

n . Placards carried by these demonstrators called. 

te defeat of GOLDWATER in the presidential Election. 

The W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America, incorporated, 
and the YAWP are characterized in the 
appendix. 

At the above- demonstration from 7:45 p.m. to 
8:15 P.m., JAMES MADOLE, Leader, of the NRP, together with 
six other individuals distributed pro-GOLDWATER literature 
bearing the NRP name and the address .10 West 90th Street, 

New York, New York. This literature was distributed at the 
corner of 49th street and Eighth Avenue.

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A confidential source furnished leaflets which 
had "been passed out by the NRP demonstrators at the above- 
mentioned demonstration, one leaflet was captioned 
"To Hell Now with the Cursed Oder-Neisse Line, My Dear 
Nasser". This pamphlet states that at the termination of 
World War IX, America should have invited to our shores the 
thousands of skilled German scientists, instead, we 
allowed ourselves to be swayed by the Jewish gospel to 
hate everything German and, consequently, the best 
scientific minds of Germany Were forced into the arms of 
our mortal enemy, the Soviet union, m addition, 600 
German scientists have been forced into exile in Cairo, Egypt 
• by virtue of the friendship existing between the 

various Asiatic powers, they have now contributed to the 
building of an atomic bomb by Red china. 

A second NRP pamphlet distributed was captioned 
"Urgent Appeal". This pamphlet urged some civil rights 
for white Christians in America.

V. PUBLICATIONS AND LITERATURE 

Beginning in January, 1965, the New York Office 
of the FBI had been in receipt of a large volume of mail 
which came direct from individuals as well ashy referral 
from the Uhited states post office. In all instances, 
these letters forwarded literature which had been 
received unsolicited and which, in most but not all cases, 
contained the return address of JAMES MADOLE, 10 West 90th 
Street, New York, New York. 

The individuals forwarding the above literature 
expressed indignation and requested that the mailing of such 
literature be stopped by the post office. The individuals 
who registered a complaint with the post office were advised 
that it was regretted the mails are used from time to time 
for the dissemination of matter critical of religions, 
races, and political views, however, there was no 
violation involved under current postal laws, particularly 
when sent under cover of envelopes with nothing derogatory 
appearing on the outside thereof. 

The above letters were all postmarked in New 
York City, and were mailed to various sections of the country 
to college students, educators, business executives and 
politicans. The literature enclosed in these letters is 
described below: 

1. A seven page pamphlet captioned "who is 
the Real Enemy?", which is self-identified as a publication 
of the NRP. According to this pamphlet, the Jews strive for 
complete control of the press, radio, motion picture and 
television industries so that they can bring about complete 
enslavement of the white race. The pamphlet states that 
if ."white gentiles are to save themselves from being herded 
to the slaughter like docile sheep, the time is long overdue 
to organize against our real enemy". The pamphlet goes on 
to state that if W-e do not recognize the Jew as our enemy 
"our race of people will disappear from the earth". 
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2. A one page leaflet captioned "Youth 
Movements", which is self -identified as a publication of 
the NRP. This leaflet states that all youth movements 
calling for the mixing of Negro and white children 
which are established by Jewish, Christian, political and 
labo'r organizations, are for thepurpose of destroying 
"the civilized world for Communism by mating your white 
innocent with the loathsome Negro". 

3. A two page leaflet captioned, " Christian 
Preachers and communist Agents* oppose ) the Repeal of the 
Rumford Act", which is self-described as a publication of the 
NRP. This leaflet deals with the Rumford Act, which outlaws 
discrimination in-, the sale or rental of houses and apartments 
in the State of California. This leaflet states that to 
claim that racial differences are not at issue in this repeal 
contest is a transparent pretense. The Rumford Act makes 
block busting easy *for undesirable types and once they 

gain entrance , property values sharply decline. This 
leaflet further states that it is social madness to let 
loose among civilized people a rapid-breeding people mentally 
qualified for Jungle life, indiscrimination inevitably 
defaces the better human types. 

4. one page leaflet captioned, "integration", which 

is self-identified as a publication of the National States 
Rights Party This leaflet contains pictures of a 

[and their child as an example of 
raciaj. intermarriage wnich produced a mongrel child. This 
leaflet states that "integration, degeneration, mongrelization,

"Will Asiatic Hordes Submerge the Light of Western Civilization?" 

The above article states that the twilight of 
Western civilization is fast approaching as one billion 
Asiatics and Africans gird themselves for world conquest of 
the white race. Although this war draws closer, our Liberal 
and Jewish "leadership" in Washington, London, Tel Aviv and 
Bonn does not allow us to think, much less to speak or act, 
in terms of race. This article states that the American 
people must form a united White Alliance in opposition to the 
cdiored hordes of Asia and Africa and cast off the mental 
yoke of Jewish thinking skillfully imposed on their minds 
by captive political, clerical and labor, czars as well as 
the communications media of the mi ted States.

This article states 
that the NRP, is attempting to obtain a Canadian lawyer 
and will continue the fight to use the Canadian mails.

"National Renaissance Bulletin" distributed during the 
calendar year 1965 .

"The New York Times", a New York City daily 
newspaper, dated June 11, 1964, contained an article 
captioned "Eight Convicted for Bronx Rioting Last July, 14".

Nazi National Renaissance Party were found guilty on June 
10, 1964, of inciting a riot in connection with a civil 
rights demonstration last July 14, 1963. At this civil 
rights demonstration, Negroes were picketing a diner 
because of alleged racial discriminatory practices, when 
two of the eight defendents complained to the police that 
the demonstrators had damaged their station wagon, detective 
who investigated foun(^cross-bow, guns and knives in the 
vehicle, a disorder involving the pickets and the eight 
defendents resulted in riot charges against the eight men. 
During the trial, the police testified that the group sought 
to incite to violence the Negroes who were demonstrating, 
and to use the weapons in the station wagon against the 
pickets had not the police acted.

A source has advised that on. October 26-27* 1963* 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP) , including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment ox 
a new national Marxist -oriented youth organization which woa^d 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were 
also told that it would be reasonable to assume that the 
young socialists attracted into this new organization would 
eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A. second conference of over 20 persons met in^ 

Chicago on December 28-29* 1963* f° r P^P° se # initiating 

a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June* 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. The 
aims of this organization, as set forth in the preptie to_ ohe 
constitution, are, "It is our belief that this nation can oesn 
solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, 
complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples of the ^ 
world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly througn 
the united efforts of all democratic elements in our country, 
composed essentially of the working people allied in the uni'oy 
of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further 
fully recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy 
comes from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with 
the most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, 
using the tool of anti- Communism to divide and destroy the 
unified struggle of the working people. As young people in 
the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive 
to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to 
achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, 
thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build 
the society he would wish to live in. Through these struggles 
we feel the American people will realize the viability of the 
socialist alternative."
